‘Ir numerous reports speak true, the Polish massacres of Jews have 
grown to appalling dimensions. In various cities, and particularly at 
Lemberg, since the Poles took possession of the town, there would 
appear to have been an orgy of plunder and murder which rival even 


the unforgettable horrors of Kishineff. The distinguishing features of these — 
wholesale atrocities would seem to be the systematic manner in which 


they were perpetrated and the complete indifference of the authorities. 
‘These were the marks of the bureaucratic beast in Russia during the 


' days of the Tsardom. They are now, if the dispatches received speak | 


_truly, branded on the face of the new Poland which is coming to life as 
the first-fruits of the world-war for liberty. A special correspondent of the 
Times, at Vienna, whose remarks we print in another column, warns his 

- readers that the reports of the pogroms are greatly exaggerated, and 
that is a plea very widely advanced elsewhere. But,. much as 
we should. like to believe it we find it difficult 
statements so-circumstantial are without a large and painful element of 
truth, and if only a part of what is said be fact, the occurrences are of an 

-intolerable character. Moreover, we must point out that the latest stories 
are but a continuation of similar reports. which have been coming through, 
in connection with Poland, for several weeks past, and which indicate a 

- prolonged campaign of outrage. We do not know whether there is any use in 
appealing to elementary human feelings—the ghastly outrages reported in 

‘our news columns, the slaughtering of whole families, the burning of the 


- terrified refugees alive in their synagogues, and the promenading of the | 


streets by “ ladies and gentlemen”’ in order to enjoy the barbarities, would, 
if true, argue a state of bestiality which would render all human appeal futile. 
But at least we can warn the men In whom the power resides that 
if they have failed to repress a vile saturnalia ihey have surely alienated 
the good opinion of every decent man and woman, and gravely compro- 
mised the whole future of their country. There are millions—Jews and 
non-Jews alike—to whom, in the past, a resurrected Poland has been a 
joyous dream, the test of the return of international justice to the 
world, But a Poland which signalised its re-birth by an unparalleled 
erime would be not merely a disappointment but a repulsive creation from 
which all the-fine instincts of society would shrink, We devoutly hope that 
the denials of atrocities which have appeared in the Press are true. But 
if not, then the people of Poland must abide the consequences. As the Times 
remarked, in its issue of Monday last, — those who would retain the goodwill 
Of the Allies and of the Usited States—must deserve It.” |

‘International statesmen,’’and Roman Catholics throughout the world prefer to

Is the ‘‘Nevi Tsedek"’ Obsolete ? 


_ Tue letter which we print in the present issue from Mr. HENRY E. 
BEDDINGTON on the subject of the Orphan Asylum’s appeal, will be read 
with interest and respect, coming, as it does, from so generally esteemed 
a correspondent. But, we doubt whether even Mr. BEDDINGTON’S 
advocacy, or the excellent interview with Judge HeNRY NEIL, a report of 
which he is good enough to forward us, will recorcile the 
Community to his proposition. There is, no doubt, much _ to 
be said for his theory that the proper way to care for orphans 
is not to house them in institutions, but to subvention their 
mothers, who alone can bring up their offspring ‘with the love and sympathy 
that every child ought to receive.” But there is another side to the 
picture. A widowed mother, who is so poor as to need public assistance, 1s 
hardly likely to be possessed of the means which would enable her to rear — 
her children amid the desirable surroundings and with the same care as the. 
Orphan Asylum hasalways afforded. The widow would most probably becom. 
pelled to seek a supplement to her income by daily work ; and that inevitably 
spells neglect of offspring. We do not imagine that the help provided out of 
public funds would ever give her children the same opportunity in life as such . 
an institution:as the “ Nevi Tzedek,” to its infinite credit, has done. 
Moreover, children need control and discipline, as well as love and 
sympathy, and it may well be that these are more likely to be provided in 
an institution than in a home from which the father has gone, and which is 
dépendent upon a mother whose straitened means are insufficient, unless 
supplemented by work which compels her to leave that home day 
after day. Quite apart from all this, however, there is the fact 
BEDDINGTON himself would appear to limit the subsidy 
principle to fatherless children. The “Nevi Tzedek" would. siill 
have to be retained for the: motherless and the double orphans—a very — 
considerable portion of the Asylum’s clienté/e—unlessthey were housed with 
foster-parents, whichis surely a poor alternative. The fact is, that if Judge 
‘NEIL'S theory is to be accepted in the case of poor orphans, it would apply 
with equal, and in soine cases with far greater force, to schools to which 
children are sent to board away from their homes. Norwood is really a charit- 
able boarding school, and its appeal remains a very practical concern of the 
Community. . For our credit’s sake, as well as for love of the little ones, we 
will continue to cherish it;-and, while giving to Mr. BEDDINGTON’S views 
earnest consideration, we believe the Community would far rather expend — 
the £100,000 needed for reconstruction than adopt Mr. BEDDINGTON’'S 


suggestion. 


IN the public interest, we feel it imperatively necessary once again to 
call attention to the continued failure to rid the Community of the scandal 
of men posing as “ Rabbis”! and “‘ Ministers” who are not entitled to the 
designations, Disrepute is being constantly brought upon the Jews of this 
country by the careless manner in which anybody and everybody is left to 
arrogate to himself titles to which he has no just claim, It was our painful duty 
to expose such a case a week ortwo ago. The war has, indeed, aggravated 


the difficulty, as the authorities could find for themselves, if they chose ta 


make inquiry. But time passes by and nothing seems to be done. In our 
view the matter is one mainly for the Rabbinate—at least it is its duty to 
formulate some plan for remedy. It is a question, to be sure, not easy to 
settle, we admit. That may be an explanation, but assuredly itis not an — 
excuse for nothing being done in regard to it. We decline to admit that a — 
solution is impossible, and in any case the Rabbinate and the Community 
ought not to allow the trouble toremain unalleviated and to grow in extent. 
Some firm and rational handling of the subject is long overdue. | 


A Serious Allegation at Leeds. 

A CORRESPONDENT (Mr. L. ROSENBERG) gives chapter and verse this 
week for the serious allegation which he recently made, that Jewish soldiers 
in hospital in Leeds had been neglected by Jewish Ministers. Mr, Rosrn-

THE TWO CONCEPTS. 


NE of the apparent paradoxes of nature is that, past a certain 
point, strength becomes weakness. It is an apparent paradox, 
not arealohe. It is nature's way of self-protection, which allows 
nothing to overcome it. For ever nature remains the stronger. 

The ichthyosaurus through long generations cultivated and doubtless was 
proud of its monster tail. Yet, in all probability at last the very hugeness 
of the appendage was its undoing. It became so heavy, as to be 
a burden which prevented its defending itself from other animals. 
A like rule runs through all activities. The armour which man 
thickness and in weight, and at last 
became so ponderous as to become impracticable in fighting. The 
German Army was cultivated to such an extent that in the end it 


_| drew the life-blood out of the German people, and to that has to be 


attributed the real cause of its undoing and its downfall. The strength of 
the Jewish people—their moral strength—is in the main traceable to their 
idea of one God. The monotheistic idea has meant for them a great deal 
It has pervaded their thought; it 
has moulded their culture ; it has influenced their outlook upon life and 
things. And the Jew i is alive to- day probabiy by reason of nothing so much 
as the power that is inherent in almost every Jew, of concentration of 


thought, of his getting to the root and the kernel of things, of a capacity to 
| envisage everything from a point of view that is not diffused and thus 


weakened, but is converged and thus intensified. 


| L }P to a certain point, this one:ness of vision—the creed of “ One," 


whether it be belief in one God, or support of one idea, or pursuit of 


| one aim, or reaching after one goal—is, to be sure, immense strength. 
But past a certain point, this strength becomes a weakness like the tail of 
the ichthyosaurus, or the -weight ‘of medieval armour.

He thus has to present himself 
before the world as.a great exponent of Religion, and, in order to carry his 
gospel to the ends of the earth, the ends of the earth and not one special 
corner, he must inhabit. Of this concept, the Nationalist ideal appears 

on first sight perhaps to be destructive. But when we come to think 


about it, we. find that Jewish Nationalism by no means excludes 
the mission-idea of the non-Zionist. On the contrary, many a 


Zionist adheres to that creed because he believes that only by the establish- 
ment of a National Home in Palestine can the Jew obtain—so to speak— 


a world-platform whence he may preach the doctrine of true religion to |} 


all its inhabitants. Surely then the elements of mutuality are here. Yet 


Zionists and anti-Zionists are not merely content to go their own way and 


do their own work. They must bother their heads and trouble their 
spirits by endeavouring to get each other to “ compromise," the satis- 
factory compromise in their case being an entire abnegation by the others 
of the principles of the faith thatis inthem.. 


ERE vital point in Jewish history at which we are standing is, let us not

has at least this irrefutable argument that, granting the anti-Zionist’s idea 
and ideal of Judaism, there has precious little of it beeu accomplished 


during the two thousand years of our exile. The best that was done was 
in the redemption of part of the world from Heathenism to Christianity. 


That religion emanated from the loins of Jewry while it was yet a nation. 
_Is the anti-Nationalist, then, so sure—ought he to be so sure ?—of his own 

point of view as to exclude Nationalism as a possible means whereby 
- Jewry may accomplish what it has failed to compass without? 


PUT let us not be mistaken. The Zionist’ is no less wrapped up in his 


doctrine of “ One " than isthe anti-Zionist. He will gibbet those who 


‘do not see eye to eye with him, and pillory them and denounce them inevery 


‘key, with every possible variation. He is a Jew and so two sides of the 
question he cannot perceive. The other. day, I was talking to a Zionist, 
and I ventured to say a word for the tenability of the anti-Zionist 
ideal. ‘“ What!"’ was his exclamation. ‘How can you call anti- 
Zionists reasonable or consistent? Look at the Prayer-Book 
crammed full of aspirations for Zion! They say these things in 
-synagogue and pray for them, yet outside they work against the one move- 
ment that is striving for their realisation.”’ But when I pointed out to this 
Zionist that we pray in the synagogue also for the restoration of sacrifices, 
he was by no means ready to agree that the National Home, when set up 
in Palestine, would provide a. Temple and its sacrificial adjuncts. Yet he 


could not see the inconsistency of  pooh-poohing’~—as he did—the ritual 
references to sacrifices, while regarding its references to Jewish. National

We have received further despatches giving vivid details of fearful outrages 
on Jews in various parts of Poland and Galicia. The pogroms appear ‘to have 
been at their worst in Lemberg, where, besides the destruction of buildings, - 
including synagogues and property, there is said to have has been a frightful

ts DETAILS OF THE POGROMS. 

A Copenhagen telegram, dated the 28th November, is as follows:— 

Jewish National Council in Vienna reports: “ Reliable -eye-witnesses report 
indescribable scenes after Polish conquest of Lemberg. Legionaries in-double 
file, under command of officers, marched through Jewish str:els,. systematically 
plundered, broke open shops. by bayonets and hand g:enades, and burnt. 


| Houses Gown. Some people sprang from windows. People flceing were shot, 


About ten thousand Jews are without shelter. Eighty per cent. ofthe Jewish 
population of Lemberg are ruined. Eighty houses destroyed’ Six hundred dead, 
forty of whom were burned. Plundering lasted from Friday morning till Sunday 
Pogromists openly 
admitted that they had permit to plunder for forty-eight hours. Martial law 
was not proclaimed until this time. A deputation waited on the Polish l’resi- 


dent and the Municipal President, Dr. Stechiovitz, on Friday morning, bui

Three synagogues were burnt. There are desperate cries for help. Do all you 
can; as any further advance of the Poles involves further pogroms.” ~ ‘The.

1,100 JEWS DEAD, 


“Supplementing the foregoing telegram, another, despatched on November 
29th, states :— | | 
The Lemberg journalist, Max Reiner, an-absoiutely reliable person, who 
has come from that city, reports: “ Legionaries stormed shops, plundered goods, 
which they sold, and attacked everyone who opposed them. At first the 
Legionaries killed several Jews who were walking in the streets. Afterwards _ 
they drove Jews together into houses, and slaughtered whole families. Several 
hundreds fled into synagogues, hoping that Poles would respect the holy places, - 
The Legionaries, however, surrounded the synagogues and burnt them. Over 
one hundred Jews were burnt in the synagogues, Some of them, mad with 
fear, had covered themselves with Scrollsofthe Law. The whole Jewish quarter — 
was cut off by Legionaries, and every house was systematically destroyed by 
fire. People fleeing from burning houses were driven back by Legionaries, who 
used bayonets, and were burnt orkilled. Only several who possessed large sums 
of money were able to buy their safety, No exact estimate of the number of 
dead is possibie yet, but it is certain that, of the 1,600 mentioned in an. official 
Polish statement, at least 1,100 are Jews. The Polish population showed 
their satisfaction ‘at the pogroms, for ladies and gentlemen, following the 
example of the French gentry on the day following St. Bartholomew night, 
walked through the streets to enjoy the gruesome spectacle. Had martial 
law been proclaimed earlier, the pogroms would have been prevented. After 
the proclamation of martial law only three bandits were shot, who had — 
plundered a Polish shop, whereas not one officer or legionary was punished,” The 
Vossische Zeitung, which prints a similar report, gives as motive of the 
pogroms the neutrality of Jews in the Struggle between the Polish and Ukrainian | 
and protection to President Wilson.

-. of. five members. The Polish Legation in Berlin, represented by the Jewish 
-assimilant, Feldman, also denies the participation of Polish soldiers and legionaries, 
andallegesthatthe Lemberg pogrom wasorganised by Austrian and Russian deserters 
and bandits. He declares that martiallaw was postponed in order not to mar the 
entry of victorious troops. Jodka, the Minister of State at the. Foreign Office 
in Warsaw, requests the Jewish National Council in Vienna to prevent whathe calls 
the anti-Polish agitation of Jews abroad. The Polish leader, Daszynski, in a tele- 
gram to Branting, denounces German Austrians as being real pogromists. Oscar 
Cohn, German Secretary of State, bas received the following telegram from: the 


Polish Supreme Council in Posen :—‘‘News about Jewish pogroms in Poland, 


according to our information, are entirely unfounded. Nowhere were there 
disturbances.” More insolent denials are to be expected. With regard to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s opinion, several foreign . representatives of guilty Governments 
demand from the latter declarations that in their countries no pogroms have 
taken, or will take, place. .Against.these denials stand the facts given by abso‘utely 
POGROMS A POLITICAL ACT. 
A telegram from the Zionist Bureau in Copenhagen, despatched tous on the 
4th inst., states :— 

According ‘to prominent Lemberg Zionists, the Lemberg pogrom was 
decidedly a political action, as four prominent Zionists . were threatened with 
being hung directly after the occupation of the town. In financial and society 
‘circles in Vienna, measures are being taken to convince the Poles that such 
barbarous methods are unworthy of a nation demanding the same rights as otber 
nations. In consequence oftheir attitude, the attempts to place a Polish State 


Loan will meet with difficulties, which may be expected also from financial circles.

| ‘Telegraphing to us on the 2nd inst., the Jewish Correspondence Bureau at 
bane ‘Datch Socialist Party has addressed a letter to the Foreign. Office in 
this city asking for a public protest against Polish crimes. Heer Kleerekooper, 
‘a member of Parliament for Amsterdam, is interpellating the Government. The 
Handelsblad (Amsterdam) in a leading article demands military intervention by 
the Allies, and says that in Poland and Galicia there reigns a terror even worse 
than Bolshevism, on which the Entente has declared war, The Socialist Volk 
(Amsterdam) says that those who desired Poland's restoration are bitterly deceived 
in respect to liberty to Jews. Dutch Government must intervene in Warsaw just 
as Dutch Legation protected English and French against Bolsheviki, and must 
protect Jewish nation in Poland.

JEWS’ HOUSES BURNT, | 
On the night of Thursday to Friday there was a good deal of pillaging, 


The troops that had arrived to rescue the city were worn out, and after 


the final combat most of them dropped where they stood, and slept. There 
was no one to keep order. and a number of. streets were burnt outin the 
Jewish quarter, This being admitted, it must be said that stories of the 
whole city being in the throes of an unprecedented pogrom are baseless. On 
Sunday all the principal streets were filled with people strolling about looking 
‘ at the damage caused by the fighting, families taking the air, children 
sleighing and running about with their nurses ; 
European city on a Sunday. ge 
_ . By Monday the situation was wellin hand. The Polish commander bad 
issued an order declaring that any pillagers would be shot, and several: men 
clad in uniform who may have been soldiers or Ruthenians or mere criminals, 
for everybody has Austrian uniform of one type or other, were shot on the 
spot by the patrols. So the commander himself informed me, adding that 
these final examples had put an end to the disorder. Some of the boys who 
had fought the Ruthenians were concerned in the first pillaging, but it would 


be cntirely unfair to condemn the new Polish régime for this reason. There 
has been great provocation to the Lemberg populace, and in London itself, 


under provocation, shops have been wrecked during this war, | 

Many of the lower-class Jews of Lemberg are the antithesis of our British 
Jews, who have taken their place beside their countrymen of other creeds, 
and worked and fought side by side with them for four years, During the 


_ War, too, many Lemberg Jews were persistent supporters of Austria, and, .,

spondence Bureau at The Hague, that Allied officers have gone from Budapest to 
Lemberg, the capital of Galicia, to inquire into the recent pogrom there and to 
report to their Governments. 
ever exaggeration there may have been in the reports spread through Jewish and 


- German-Jewish agencies of massacres of Jews in various parts of Poland, it is 


established beyond doubt that atrocious outrages have been committed upon the 
Jewish popvlation. In particular, the Polish recapture of Lemberg from the 
Ruthenes was followed by the burning of many houses, by systematic looting, 
and by the killing of some hundreds of Jews in circumstances of great barbarity. 
In other Polish centres similar scenes have been enacted. in some Polish quarters 
itis claimed that these misdeeds were chiefly the work of an undisciplined 


soldiery, and that as soon as discipline could be enforced the outrages ceased. 


Impartial inquiry will doubtless establish the truth and apportion the blame; but 
it cannot be too emphatically said that nothing would be more likely to préjudice 
the Polish cause in the eyes of the civilised world than any attempt at systematic 
violence against the Jews. To any argument that these pogroms are not com- 
parable in extent or duration with the massacres of Armenians by Turks, of 
Serbians by Bulgars, or of Belgians by Germans, the reply must be made, once 
and for all, that massacres are an abomination, whether they be perpetrated by 
one race upon another or even by Jewish Bolshevists upon non-Bolshevist Jews 
asin Russia. Those who would retain the good will of the Allies and of the 
United States must deserve it. 


But when the facts are fully ascertained and the guilty punished, the Jewish 


problem in general, and the question of the Polish Jews in particular, will remain 


to tax the wisdom of Allied statesmen. Taken generally, the Jewish communities 


jn Galicia and other parts of Poland are among the most wretched and poverty- 


stricken in the world, Exact figures are not available, but it is claimed that the 
Jews form some 16 per cent. of the population of Poland—-a percentage of aliens 
far higher than any people can digest. Yet these Jews, whose fight for existence 
presses hard upon those among. whom they live, cannot be simply expelled. 


_-They have. lived for centuries in the asylum originally granted them by Polish 


kings.. What isto be their fate?. The realisation of the ‘Zionist ideal, in the 


form of adequate provision for a Jewish National Home in Palestine, may | 


presently ease the strain in part, but, territorially at least, in part 
only.: The true virtue of the Zionist ideal is that it ‘tends in- 
spire the masses of Jewry with new hope; to. make them. openly, 


not only secretly, proud of their race and of its great contribution to. the 
religious development 


and civilisation of. mankind; and to lead them to 
become better citizens in the lands of their adoption. It has already helped, and 
should increasingly help, to lessen the danger of religious persecution and to 
enable the leading Jews in all countries to make a strong stand against tendencies 
in Jewry which often bring the Jewish name into disrepute. But, for this ideal 


to be attainable, there must be justice for the Jews—impartial justice based on |

The meetings accused 
responsible Polish authorities of having for many years prepared a policy to 
exterminate the Jews. The meetings demanded an investigation into the erimes, 
the punishment of the criminals, and reparation for widows and orphans; and 
further, that steps be taken to assure the safety of life and property as well as 
national rights for Jews. | | 
A public meeting of Jews and Jewesses at Swansea passed a series of resolu- 
tions.calling upon.the Jews of Great Britain to record their protest by ceasing 
from work one day; that on that day protest meetings be held, and memorial 
services for the victims be held inthe synagogues; that on the day in question all 
Jews and Jewesses shall put ona symbol of mourning; and suggesting other action, . 


SWEDISH ARCHBISHOP'S PROTEST. | 
The Jewish Press Bureau at Stockholm states that the head of the Swedish 
State Church, Dr. Nathan Sc-derblom, Archbishop of Upsala, has addressed a 
letter to the Jewish Socialist Labour Confederation,+in which he associates 
himself with their protest against the pogroms in Poland and Western Galicia, 
These Jewish persecutions, the Archbishop declares, have gone on long enough, 
They are a terrible disgrace to humanity and to Christianity.—Rewter. 
POLISH PREMIER'S ASSURANCES TO JEWISH DEPUTATION. 
A Jewish deputation, headed by Rabbi Perlmutter and M. Nathanson, has 
been received by the Polish Premier. They made representations to him con- 
cerning the pogroms and the necessity of protecting the Jews against further riots. 
The Premier endeavoured to assure the deputation that the rioting was not 
specially directed against the Jews, but the deputation produced proofs against . 
such an argument. The Premier requested the leaders of the Jewish Community 
| to furnish the Government with a full statement of facts relating to the pogroms 
} and promised to take strong measures against a repetition of the riots. — e 


ANTI-JEWISH PROCLAMATIONS AT WARSAW. 
Pogrom proclamations have again made their appearance at Warsaw. This 
time they are directed on the one hand against the rich Jews and on the other 
against the Jewish Bolsheviki. The Narodowy Committee in its appeal to the 
Polish nation advises the anthorities to take Jewish hostages as a guarantee 
against the introduction of Bolshevism. The committee also called upon the 
Poles to take in hand the rich and poor Jews, because the latter two forces ‘“‘ were 
making preparations to unite and conquer the country.” 
| In another proclamation, which is supposed to have emanatéd from the 
military party, the Poles were informed that money of Jews was being utilised to 
} organise the Socialisis in Poland, and that the latter, together with the Bund, 
| were about to proclaim the rule of the international proletariats in that country. 
The people were therefore warned that the “Jewish profiteers were the cause of | 
the economic crisis,” and that the remedy for it was not Socialism, but a cam- 
paign against the Jews “ who knew that they had aroused the anger of the people 
by their methods of profiteering and storing food, and who endeavoured to 
escape punishment under the flag of Bolshevism.” oan : 


A third proclamation spoke more definitely on the question of hostages. It — 
invited the people to regard Rabbis, Tsadickim, Communal Leaders, Wardens of 
Synagogues, Officials of Jewish institutions, and Jewish members of Municipalities 
as hostages answerable for the conduct of the Jews. The hostages were 
threatened with death by shooting in the event of a Bolshevik rising. soi | 
- Even the Republican Party, in its Manifesto, announced days of terror for 
the Jews in revenge for “Trotzky’s treatment of the Poles” if Bolshevism —

who were all forced to jump into a mine shaft, where their bodies have since been 
found.

_ The Judeans in the Palestine Campaign. 
Col. J. H. Patterson, writing to a corre pondent on October 17th, says:— __ 
Since my last letter to you great things have happened, and fortunately the Jewish 
Battalions contributed their share towards the grand ending. Son after I wrote to you 
in ‘July we were ordered to proceed to the jordan Valley, and our march took us . 
through Jerusalem and proved most interesting. The 38th Battalion went down to 


| Jericho, and then ten miles: north of that ancient city to the banks of the 


famous Jordan. Here, on a wadi ca'led “ Mallahah;" we: encamped against the 


| Turks, who" surrounded us om three sides. We héld this extreme right flank of the 


British Army, the post of honour on the whole front—for over five weeks. All through 
this trying time we were more or iess ‘‘ on our oWn,"’ as nearly all the mounted men 
and guns were moved out of the valley to make a dash along the coast. We putupa 
ereat‘‘ bluff,'' made the Turks imagine that we were always on the point of attacking them ~ 
by putting out ‘‘ snipers ’’ and fighting patrols, got the uppér hand, and held the Turk to 
his own lines... We made a number of prisoners, inflicted many casualties, and generally 
“mut the wind up.“ the enemy. We suffered little ourselves in those five strenuous weeks, 
which in thecitcumstances, was little short of a miracle. Oneway we did indeed suffer. 
The ‘' Mallahah.’’ was terribly unhealthy, and men went down with malaria and other . 
fevers like flies. Then eventually came the great day of the advance, September 
18th-19th. Our orders were to hold the enemy to his trenches, and to prevent any. 
reinforcements from crossing the East side of the Jordan, This we did by constantly 
hammering away at the Turks opposed to us, and finally we assaulted their trenches oa 
the night. 2\st-22nd, and got possession of the ford that they were holding over the 
Finally, we entered Jerusalem in triumph, bringing with us about 4,090 
prisoners,. The 38th and 39th are now encamped some nine miles from Jaffa, resting 
after our arduous fights and marches. -How arduous. these were will be gathered from 
the fact that I have, at this moment, 27 officers and over 30) men of the 38th Battalion 
in hospital, mostly fever cases from the Jordan Valley. Iam very glad to see that we 
have been mentioned in.the official dispatch, as the men ind2ed deserve great credit for — 
the part they have taken in the crowning victory.

Sir,—In your report of the last meeting of the Religious Education Board 
the Chairman recorded with pleasure the fact that the teachers had refrained from 
. asking the Board to make up the va'ue of their salariesto the pre-war basis, but he 
refrained from stating that the teachers did not ask because they were certain 
ef being met with a blank refusal on the grounds that no funds were available for 
In plain language, the teachers in the Board’s employ are working for 


salaries which, admittedly low in pre-war times, have now half their pre-war 
value. To suppose for one minute that the teachers are pleased, is absurd.
